found thut the cause of the death of the 
43 poople was burns’ Amffoeation or injuries, 
Tt had -been considered desirable that 
‘further uyidence should hé taken in con- 
nection with this inquiry, and he submitre?

powers and duties of the Coroner, avd it

THE ILL-FATED S.S. ‘ ASTURIA. 


A party consisting of Captain Fishyr, of 
the Perim Coal Company; Captain Wondt, 
of the wreck Asteria; Chief Officer Koch, 
of the sane vessel; Mr Jonvs, of the Shail: 
Berkhud, and one diver, left for the seene of 
the wreek Asturia,*near Ras Hafoone-on 
tho. 8th instanc, by the stéamship. Shai: 
Rerkhud, Sheanchored about { milo away 
from the wreck. Barly next morning the 
party started in agsmall boat and reached 
the dsturia with great difticulty owing to 
the heavy seas. Sho was in worse condition 
than before, havingtwobig holes—one onthe 
side of the engine-room and the other abuit. 
Tho water was freely rushing—in_and out. 
The rivets of her outer plates are giving 
way. The engines, boilers and the deck are 
lifted up about 18 inches, Since the socond 
duly she has drifted about 100 yards in to- 
wards the shore. Most of her frames are 
bent inwards. She vibrates awfully at overy 
wave that breaks over her. Nearly one- 
fourth uf the cargo has been looted Ly the 
Somalis. It is believed that she is stuck on. 
arock and not merely grounded on sandy 
shore. She has been stripped of allsher 
decorations, doors, windows, handles, bars. 
ete., etc. : 

As the party was returning to the Shaik 
Berkhud, after examinings the wreck, #| 
rather nasty accident happened. A large 
wave dashed against the boat and cupsized 
it; all its occupants mnanaged to cling to 
her. All of a sudden she struck a rock sud 
becume another little wreck. The officers 
managed to switn ashore, somo of them be- 
ing themselves hurt by continually being 
dashed against the rocks. This little new 
wreck was another piece of yoo luck for 
the ever. alert Somalis, who brought long 
ropes on the spot, attached them to the 
disabled boat and bogan to haul her off sing: 
ing and shouting. Thousands of them had 
surrounded the party by this time, hissi 
harrahiny, and insking all sorts of siggas, 
apparently to irritate the officers. After a 
little while some of tho Somali Chiefs 
arrived on the scene, and chased the 
Somalis away, making a big  cirele 
for the party to. stand in, till the 
arrival of Sultan Osman  Mahiwud 
with his guard. He was very courteous 
and friendly and shook hands with every- 
body. He made enquiries about the 
buriness of the party there, and having 
satisfied lumself, conveyed them to bis 
house. They passed several huts built of 
ship's cargo, furniture und fuga. Soinalis, 
as usual, followed the purty, dressed most. 
comically, ensigns and signal flags being 
freely used for ‘tébs' and ‘dhoties.’ 
After reaching the house. the party had to 
undergo another humiliation, They hid to 
give up their wet and only garments and 
dress themselves Somali fashion in Somali 
cloths.
